Airplane Manufacturers 
And Rail Lines Benefited © 


It'can be pointed out, for example, 
that airplane manufacturers are do- 
-ing’ a-thriving business. - They -are- 
selling airplanes for war purposes 
and they are selling them heré, as 
well. Likewise, the official reports 
show how the industries producing 
airplane parts. and equipment. and 
certain other types of war material 
are’ rushing their products through 
to a finished state. 


The rail lines have benefited. 
Through,a stretch of six consecu- 
tive weeks, car loadings—an accu- 
-rate—business--baremeter—have ex-- 
ceeded 800,000 cars for each seven 
day period, and then dropped off. 
In this case,~-car loadings have 
shown a vast bulk movement but 
one must examine the commodities 
hauled to calculate what conditions 
are. 
were exceedingly heavy shipments 
of stuff usable in war included in 
the 800,000 total. 
had been ordered previously. It 
could not be sent out until the so- 
called arms embargo was removed. 
Experts appear to believe that a 
large portion of the shipments may 
not be repeated. At least, not in 
such quantities. Al of which is to 
say that shipments of normally dg- 
mestic..products, consumer goods, 
‘must still be very much below par. 

Respecting the market for- so- 
called consumer goods, mention 
may be made of apples and what a 
drug they are on the market these 
days. This may not be the same in 
all parts of the United States, but it 
certainly is true in the great apple 
growing sections of Virginia. One 
large grower told me that he had 
not sold a single apple for the Brit- 
ish. market where he usually is able 
to ship several hiindred carloads in 
the course of a season. Imports of 
all fresh fruits have been banned in 
England. 

The industrial conference board, 
a private organization which is quite 
accurate in its reports on business 
conditions and trends, said lately 
-that-our-exports ‘to-Canada -are due- 
to fall with a dull thud. In 1938, 
Canada acquired 68 per cent of all 
of the things she imported right 
across the border in the United 
States; It is to be remembered, too, 
that about 40 per cent of all ex- 
ports from the United States in nor- 
mal years go to Canada.

Alaskan bears have the benefit of 
protection on three types of sanctu- 
aries—refuges established by. execu- 
tive orders, closed areas -under 
game law regulations and national 
parks and monuments. 


Mount McKinley National park 
and Katmai and Glacier Bay Nation- 
al monuments, where all wild life is 
protected, provide the bears with 
more than 5,800,000 acres of safe 


Kinley, 2,697,590 on Katmai and 


1,164,800 on Glacier bay. 


The Aleutian islands bird refuge 
includes the 998,000-acre Unimak is- 
land where bears occur and share 
the. protection given all wild life. 
Through an executive order, bears
